Mine of Kuclnillas (Oscura district): Little work has been done in this mine 
during the year, and theore extracted trom It remainson hand, For this reason 
the outlay appears greater In the acconnts than it really is, as part of it will be 
repaid by the proceeds of the ore after reduction, and will come into the ac- 
counts of the current year.—Mine of La Trinidad: This mine bas been on short 
work for some years past, and the directors have come to the conclusion that the 
mine bas been well explored, and that no reasonable chance of success can be en- 
tertalned ; they deem it prudent, therefore, not to incur any further outlay on 
the concern, and have given orders for its delivery to the owners. The reduc- 
tion works have been kept in full work, and have left a profit of $37,203.—New 
Concern: Adit of San Cayetano: In the adit proper wock has been advanced 
during the yeur 120 varas, without any notable feature to record.

The amount required to be furnished by the company for the San Cayetano 
undertaking in accordance with the contract, and by which threc-fourths of the 
contracting bars are acquired, will be fully disbursed about the middle of the 
present year. Thenceforward the owners of the contracting bars will be obliged 
tocontribute their one-fourth share to maintain their rights, and the company’s 
outlay will be diminished accordingly. It must be satisfactory to the proprie- 
tors to consider that this expenditure has been met by proceeds from the old 
concern, and acall of 2s, 6d. per share instead of 15s., as originally contem- 
plated.

The 
general run of the Terrible Lode third-c:ass ore is better in quality than the 
20-ton lot experimented on, therefore, in the future, even more satisfactory re- 
sults may be anticipated. The agent adds: —‘‘ I bope to have working, by the 
time you receive this, four machines. These jigging-machines are a new fea- 
ture in Colorado mining, an!, no doubt, will be extensively copied, Stewart's 
mill will be working about the end of this month, and might have been got 
ready earller but for the unprecedentedly bad weather having affected freights, 
The company have Mr. Stewart's assurance that as soon as he commences work- 
ing they shall have half the capacity of his mill. Such an arrangement in ef- 
fect will naturally enable the company to complete the treatment of their ore 
now accumulated at the mine tn a shorter time than they anticipated.

The Last Chance cut (which I shall hereafter designate 
as Last Chance cut No.1, andthe Hughes cut as Last Chance cut No, 2) is also 
turning out some very rich ore ; the dimensions have increased to 5ft. in width 
by. 6 ft. in height, with the richest ore in the bottom. The loose fine ore, or 
smalls, assays over $200, while the course, or prills, goes much higher. At the 
end of the month [ trust to be able to report 500 tous of good ore extracted from 
these several points. The mine, Iam happy to say, has improved astonish- 
ingly, and from the downward pitch of ore, without as yet encountering any 
footwall, no conclusions can be arrived at as to itsextent, thrown over its angle 
of declivity with reference to shaft No, 1; we must, therefore, await further de- 
velopment before the results can be determined, and for the present rest con- 
tent with having a large and fine body of ore, that will tell in the way of bul- 
lion shipments as soon as the mill is ready. The entire building of this latter 
is erected, roof on, pans and setlers in place, and ready for operating founda- 
tion of engine now being lald, foundation for battery, blocks dug and being laid, 
and everything progressing well.

Inon,—Transactions in the iron trade are necessarily becoming 
more and more contracted because of the heavy commitments already 
entered into, and the fact that heavy forward engagements have al- 
ready been entered into, which preclude ironmasters from incurring, 
at the moment, further responsibilities, The demand from all sides 
continues as strong as ever, and, consequently, there is no disposition 
to give way at allin price. Vessels experience great difficulty in obtaining their 
cargoes, aud are not unfrequently on demurage, or are obliged to quit their 
berths short of weight. In the North of Eugland No. 3 pig-iron is now selling 
at 100s., and when speedy delivery is a desideratum a higher price is demanded. 
The workpeople employed upon the fron miues are stipulating for an amellora- 
tion in their terms of labour, fixing the working hours at eight per diem, and 
a rise of 2d. per ton on the ironstone raised. Owing to the committants of the 
masters, it is not easy, even were it desirable, to yield to the requiroments of 
the men. Large quautities of ore are contracted for at prices which do not 
result in any exorbitant profic ; and 2d. per ton, together with shorter hours of 
labour, may possibly reduce the profit to a loss. Aucother very positive effect 
will be in the still further reduction of the output of pig-iron, which necessitates 
short work at the blast-furnaces, and short supplies to the finished iron manu- 
facturers, The demand for pig-iron is already much in excess of the supply. 
Plates, bars, and every variety of finished iron is in brisk demand, and a large 
business is doing. Welsh bars are now more generally quoted by makers of good 
qualities at 101, 10s., f.o.b. in Wales, Staffordshire are worth about 131. in Lon- 
don, Sheets and plates are quoted higher by some sellers; the demand ts im- 
mense for this description of iron.

Indeed it is very questionable whether it would not be to the interest 
of the shareholders of the Australian mining companies themselves 
to establish the fleet of co!liers, and thus secure the additional profits 
obtainable, As to the raising of the necessary funds there should be 
no difficulty considering the certainty which exists of the investment 
proving remunerative. Perhaps the best method of procedure would 
be to create a special debenture capital for purchasing the fleet, and 
reserving all profits derived from the coal transport business for ex. 
tinguishing the debentures, It might be arranged to issue the de 
bentures at 80/. per 1007. bond, and provide that they should bear 
5 per cent. per annum interest, and be redeemable at par at the 
option of the company, Then if the company arranged to redeem 
ten bonds, by lot, whenever 10002, was in hand, after providing for 
repairs, insurance, and contingencies, the debenture capital would 
quickly be extinguished, and the company would be in possession of 
a fleet which would ensure them a ready sale in the best markets for 
their entire get.

ther the almost complete exhaustion of the stocks existing in the 
Toited states and Europe, The consumption of iron in the United 
siates Jast year was estimated at no less than 2,600,000 tons, of 
which 9,000,000 tons were of home production, the balance being 
notted from abroud. Since the commencement of the present 
“ consumers have been compelled to depend almost entirely on 
fre current daily production of the blast-furnaces, More than half 
the iron made last year in the United States was employed in the 
construction of railways, which are expected to absorb a still larger 
yantity in 1872. The United States have now about 60,000 miles 
ofrailway in operation, and this extent of line will require for its 
maintepance about 3 tons of re-worked old rails per mile, or nearly 
190,000 tons per annum. ; r ( 
pew railway were constructed in the United States, and this mileage 
absorbed, it is estimated, about 616,000 tons of iron for its establish- 
ment, This year itis calculated that the consumption will be still 
larger. There are some apprehensions that if Europe, whose iron 
requirements appear as enormous as those of the United States, can- 
pot furnish the usual contingent there will be a very considerable 
deficit in the course of a few months; and this, notwithstanding an 
gtimated increase in this year’s American production, through the 
approaching lighting of several new furnaces now in course of con- 
siruction. The consumption of iron in the United States this year 
being estimated at 2,750,000 tons, while the maximum American 
roduction for the year will be 2,150,000 tons, it will be seen that the 
Americans will depend upon Europe in 1872 for about 600,000 tons 
ofiron, There appears to be an expectation of a further rise in the 
price of iron in the United States ; and should it be witnessed, the 
profits of American ironmasters would become so considerable that 
they would, probably, endeavour to largely increase their production, 
goas to put themselves on a level with the great and growing re- 
quirements of their country, 

As the bulk of the iron imported into the United States is derived 
from Great Britain, the statistics which we have summarised present 
considerable interest ; and certainly, if we may rely upon the data 
given, the prospect opening out before British ironmasters is favour- 
abl, A large amount of the activity which has prevailed during the 
just two or three years in the British iron trade is attributed to the 
atraordinarily good American demand, and this demand seems likely 
tocontinue for at least another twelve months, That is the conclu- 
sion to which American iron trade statistics apparently conduct us, 
At the same time, it is clear that any disturbance in the peaceful re- 
lations at present existing between Great Britain and the United States 
would at once exert a withering influence upon the American con- 
smptionof our rails, It should also, perhaps, be remarked that the 
United States are about to pass through the throes of a Presidential 
election, while the agio on gold has been creeping up during the Jast 
week or two, These two latter circumstances may possibly reduce 
the estimated consumption during the current year to some extent; 
atill, it appears tolerably clear that there is a wide margin between 
the production and the consumption of iron in the United States, 
which English ironmasters will be able to turn to profitable account. 
Itis, perhaps, right to remark that if the Englishiron trade is troubled 
just now with labour difficulties, American ironmasters are not alto- 
gether exempt from them, Labour appears to be demanding higher 
remuneration throughout the world, and in consequence of the re- 
markable activity prevailing in most branches of trade it has hitherto 
made these demands with success, Still, it clearly will not do for 
English ironmasters or English workmen to presume too much upon 
sprolonged continuance of a large American demand for our iron. 
Ifouce American ironmasters can see their way to large or larger pro-

MINERS’ SAFETY-LAMPs,—At the Glasgow Philosophical Society

Prof. Grant in the chair) Dr. A. K. Irvine read a paper ‘On a New Form of 

inging Flame, and its Application to a New Miners’ Safety-Lamp, to Audible 
Signals, and for Indications of Danger.”’ Dr. Irvine explained that the lamp, 
which was a patent, was what he considered a great improvement upon the Davy 
Jamp at prisent in use. In the new lamp the expiosive mixture, when itenters 
the lamp, passes in at the lower part and through wire gauze, on the surface of 
which it burns, and gives rise to a loud sonnd, on the same principle as the ordi- 
nary sclentific experiment of the singing flame. It is considered a very safe 
lamp. Dr. Irvine also showed another lamp, which was specially constructed, 
not for the pu: pose of givirg light, but for indicating the presence of fire damp 
before the proportion of gas was such as to cause an explosion. The warning 
was given by a sound similar to the other lamp, butlonder, There were several 
other interesting experiments shown, a special one being that of a fog-horn, on 
somewhat the same principle as the singiug flame. 

IMPROVED GAS-MAKING APPARATUS.—Our townsman, Mr. J. F. 
Allan, has invented and patented a new gas-making process, for which he claims 
the following advantages :—!. Simplicity of construction and easy mamage- 
ment.—2. Greater purity and higher illumination of gas.—3. Greater quantity 
from the same materlal.—4. Perfect safety in the manufacture, provided ordl- 
nary care be taken.—5. Economy in space for the apparatus, as well as tn first 
cost. It would appear that the primary principle of the invention fs that the 
gas is made to pass over, but never throug, water, or any liquid, in the process 
of manufacture, 

MINERAL RESOURCES OF BRITISH CoLUMBIA, &c.—Dr. Robert 
Brown, M.A., F.R.G.38., delivered a lecture to the members of the Geolological 
Society of Glasgow on * The Mineral Resources of British Columbia and the 
North Pacific Territory” at their last meeting. Tle said the portion of the 
North American Continent to which he wished to direct the attention of the 
members was about 1000 miles in length, and 700 to 800 miles in breadth. All 
along that tract, including British Columbia and Vancouver's Island on the 
north, to California on the south, gold mining might be said to be the principal 
industry of the country. Of the total amount of gold collected annually It was 
impossible to speak precisely ; probably in California about $40,000,000, 
and in other States $10,000,000, and in British Columbia $6,009,000, With re- 
gard to other metals, silver was found clifefly in Nevada, where there fs an im- 
mense deal of silver mining carried on~ indeed, that district, being very bleak 
and barren in its aspect, may be said to yleld only silver, of which the Sierra 
Nevada range scemed to be in great part composed. In California there are 
very rich mines of quicksilver. ~—e is found at various places in British 
Coltmbia, Vancouver’s Island, &c., but not to any profitable extent, except 
in California, ‘There are no sinelting works, however, on the Pacific coast; 
the ore is all exported to Swansea to be smelted, Tin and lead are found to 
some extent; and fron appears likewise to be widely diffused. Then, as to 
coal, it Is found cropping out at various parts in California, Washington, Ore- 
gon, and on to Vancouver's and Queen Charlotte Islauds. A great part of it 
secins to be of Miocene age, and but of poor quality, Contalning only about 
46 per cent. of carbon. In Vancouver's Island there is coal of Secondary age, 
and in British Colmmbia, and all along that part of the coast the coal is much 
better than any to the south. The lecture abounded in graphic descriptions of 
acenery, and narratives of mining adventures, and was illustrated by a collec- 
tion of photographs representing “ Lifein the Far West.’’ A cordial vote of 
thanks was awarded to Dc. Brown for his very interesting and instructive paper.

At Wolverhampton, on Wed- 
nesday, 100 tons of Welsh bars changed hands at 111, 5s., being an 
advance of 6/. per ton on the quotations ruling twelve months ago.

A large increase in the quantity 
of iron manufactured will undoubtedly be result of this revival of 
good-feeling, and makers will, in this respect at least, be in a, better 
ert to cope with the large demand, ‘The clearances of raliway tron to the 

nited States, and particularly to New York, bave been very large during the 
ast week, and considerable quantitics of rails, bars, aud bridge-work have 

u cleared to the Mediteranean, Bultic, Canadian, and West Lndian ports, 
As stated In previous reports, Russian advices indicate that the requirements 
of that country will be much larger this year than last; bat, although Welsh 
makers have already undertaken some contracts, it 1s doubtful whether they 
will be able to compete for many of the orders to be given out, and maintain 
their engagements with American and Canadiau customers. As was expected, 
the demand for steel rails on North American and Canadian account continues 
to increase, and manufaciurere continue to extend thelr means of production 
proportionately. Railway tron is in pretty good request on home account, as 
re-laying Is carried on actively, and new lines are being lald down, Other de- 
scriptions of make are also In brisk request. Prices are, perhaps, higher than 
they bave ever been before, and the tendency still is rather to advance than 
to recede. Pig-iron is scarce, and values are increasing. The activity in the 
tin-plate trade is well sustained. All the works in this district are Ilkely to be 
fully employed to the end of the year on the orders already in hand, while the 

rospects as to the demand in future are encouraging. Prices are stlil quoted 
igh. Themen in this branch of trade are working with appreciable reguiarity. 

The agreeable announcement that the ironmasters are going to 
grant an advance lu wages of 10 per cent, has given as much satisfaction to the 
steam coal workers as to the frouworkers themselves, because, according to the 
agreement under the arbitration, a rise will, of course, be glven to the steam 
coal workers, It js, therefore, hoped that tue colliers will cease to agit ite, and 
that they will perceive by the course taken that their employers are desirous of 
acting strictly in accordance with the agrecment recently cometo, All excuse 
for any longer holding great mass mectings, and constantly neglecting work, ts, 
therefore, removed, aud it Is expected that the result will be a very large in- 
crease In the output of coal. It is satisfactory to find, indeed, that the men are 
already applying themselves to work with greater regularity, and further im- 
provement in this respect will, probably, take place in the course of a week or 
two, There is very little that is new to report in regard to the demand, it being 
still extensive from all quarters. 

At the Tynant and Gelynog Collieries, near Llantrissant, the men 
have for several days refused to work, because their employers ralsed the price 
of coal supplicd to them for domestic purposes.

tons. Shipmentsof pig-iron foreign from the port of Middlesborough last month 
amount to 26.528 tons, and those coastwise from the same port to 14,416 tons. 
Makers’ stocks represent 33,536 tons, belng a decrease upon March 81 of 3536 
tons; and the stock in warrant stores is also down 409 tons, being now only 1391 
tons, There are 138 furnaces in the district, 127 of which are in blast, and 9 out ; 
whilst there are in course of erection eleven new furnaces—one by the Lackenby 
Iron Company (Lackenby, Middlesborough); one by Messrs. Cochrane, of 
Ormsby, Middlesborough ; two by Messrs. Whitwell and Co, Stockton; one by 
the North of England Industrial Iron Company, ‘arlton, Stocktou ; two by 
the Rosedale and Ferry Hill Iron Company, Ferry Hill; two by Messrs. Downey 
and Co., at Coatbam ; and two by the Tces Bridge Iron Company, near Stock- 
ton ; and there are other new firms spoken of as likely to commence with the 
erection of blast-furnaces in the Cleveland district. Great complaint is still 
made of the scarce and irregular supplies of blast-furnace material, and in cons 
sequence of this many firms are much restricted In their production of pig-iron. 
The demand for rails Is active at the present time, and such makers as are 
in a position to book orders for this season are commanding very remunerative 
prices, Many houses, however, are heavily committed for the manufacture of 
raliway fron, and are unable lo participate in the more recent advances in rates 
for this class of iron; quotations are from 102. to 101. 15s. per ton. For plates 
there 1s a slight falling off ta orders, The demand for new steamers is hardly 
so good ; notwithstanding this, however, plate makers havea considerable quan- 
tity of unexecuted work on hand, and throughout the district the mills are very 
ful'y employed, Bar-iron prices are ranging very high, and thedemand for iron 
of this class Is exceedingly strong. The same activity which bas characterised 
the Coal and Coke Tiades during the whole of this year still prevalls, 

The transfer of a large colliery property in South Durham has just 
been made—that of the Black Boy Coal Company, which has been purchased by 
Messrs. Bolckow, Vaughan, and Co. (Limited), ‘The property consists of four 
collieries, at one of which thereare two pits, and comprises somcthing like 8000 
acres of coal. This addition to the property of the purchasers makes them the 
owners of 11 collieries, some of which work the best seams of coal in the district, 
and at whch is manufactured to a very large extent fir-t-class cokes. It is cal- 
culated that Messrs. Bolekow, Vaughan, and Co, are now provided with coal 
and the facilities for making coke to satisfactorlly supply their large iron and 
other works for a long time to come, 

By the decision of Mr. Kupert Kettle, as arbitrator for the Board 
of Arbitration, last week, the puddlers are not to be required to fettie their fur- 
naces or do any other work on Sundays, or before 5 o’clock on Monday morn- 
ings. This is to be tried until the end of this year, 

At a mass meeting of Cleveland ironstone miners, held last week 
at Skelton, near Saltburn-by-the-Sca, it was resolved to make application for an 
advance in wages of 2d. per ton, and to work only eight hours per day. 








TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR, 


May 9.—There has been a plentiful supply of vessels for all pur- 
poses in these rivers during the past week ; indeed, though ships have 
to wait for their turn to load, a good deal of coal has been shipped 
during the past week. The demand for House Coal to be sent along 
the coast has not been quite so good, but the demand for steam, coking, 
and manufacturing coal continues as great as ever. Most kinds of 
coal are both scarce and dear, and many glassworks, &c., are much 
crippled owing tuthe scarcity, The Iron Trade continues very brisk, 
the demand for all kinds being great; indeed, the supply of rails, 
bars, plates, &c., are not equal to the demand, and many of the works 
have occasionally to work short time in consequence, 

NORTHERN INSTITUTE OF MINING AND MECHANICAL ENGINEERS, 
—At the mecting of members, on Saturday, there was a large attendance, the 
chair being taken, In the absence of Mr. Boyd, by Mr. STEAVENSON. A number 
of gentlemen were clected, and others were nominated for election at the next 
meeting. The meeting was held for the first time tn the Wood Memorial Hall, 
which 1s a fine building, and well suited for the purpose. A paper ‘*On Pump- 
ing Arrangements at Kinnal Ironworks’? was taken as read, and the discussion 
postponed until after it fa published. It will, no doubt, add to the great amount 
of information on this important subject which has lately been contributed to 
the Transactions of the Iustitute. Mr. W. F. Howard, of Chesterfield, real a 
paper “On Ten Years’ Minera! Statistics of the United Kingdom—1861 to 1870 ;” 
this, of course, will prove of great interest and value, 

Mr. J. Daglish read a translation of a paper by M. F. L. Cornet, On The Ap- 
plication of Compressed Air Machines at the Collierfes of Jars, Longebamps, 
and Rolsy St. Vaast, Belgium.” Votes of thanks were given to the authors of 
the papers. ‘The application of compre-sed air for the purpose of hauling and 
pumping underground fs attracting c.uch attention in this and other counties ; 
it is perfectly successful for pumping purposes, and for hauilng by means of wire 
ropes. It is expected that ere long it will be applied for the purpose of working 
small locomotives underground, which has long been a great desideratum tn 
mining operations, for although hauling by means of wire ropes is good so far 
as it supersedes horses, fet wire ropes are very costly, and if means can be de- 
vised to work locomotives, a great saving will be effected, and the use of com- 
pressed air appears to make this quite feasible, An interesting discussion of a 
very practical nature took place on papers—* On the Counter-balancing of Wind- 
ing-engines,’’ by Mr. J. Daglish, and “On the Scro!l Drum,”* by Mr. G. Fowler, 

BEDE METAL WoRKS,—The extensive copper works at Hebburn, 
the property of Mr. G. M. Palmer and partners, after being in operation for 
five years are about to be formed intoa limited company, with a powerfal local 
board of dircctors. In addition to Mr. Palmer and his partners, Mr. R. C. 
Clapham, of Walker, long known iu the chemical trade, and Mr. James Morrison, 
of Ferrybill Ironworks, and other gentlemen, will become directors. The copper 
business Is a comparatively new branch of industry on the Tyne, but it is satis- 
factory to notice that within the last six or seven years this trade has success- 
fully flourished in the North, and its cstablishment has been of great advantage 
to the extensive chemical works, as providing a market on the spot for their 
residual pyrites, from which the copper is made. 











REPORT FROM LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE.

May 9.—The enquiry concerning the explosion at Messrs. Fletchers 
Lovers’ Lane Colliery, Atherton, was brought to a close on Friday 
last. Mr, Dickinson, Her Majesty's Inspector of Mines for the dis- 
trict, was present, and Mr. Peace, of Wigan, appeared on behalf of 
the proprietors of the colliery, Amongst the witnesses examined 
were Mr. Thomas Southworth, manager of the Hindley Green Col- 
lieries, and Mr, Dickinson, the Government Inspector, Mr, South- 
worth stated that he inspected the mine on the morning after the explosion, 
and also on the Monday following, and his examination had Jed bim to thecon- 
clusion that the blown-ont shot found in one of the working places had been the 
origia ot the explosion. It was just possible that some of the gas might have 
been sucked from a cavity which had been found over the arching of a tunnel 
leading to the district in which the explosion took place, 

A Jnryman: Have you experienced any difficulty with the workmen since the 
adoption of this system ?— Witness sald they did at first, but the men had began 
to see the advantage of thesystem. They flud that they could get more round 
coal and earn more money by not firing shots. They were also working the 
same seam as that worked in the Lovers’ Laue Colllery, and they were working 
it with naked lights, 

Mr. Dickinson, the Inspector, sald he had made several inspections since the 
explosion, and the Conclusion he arrived at on his first inspection was the same 
as he now held. In his opinion the explosion had arisen through a mistake, 
By the adoption of a system of driving long drifts, ventilated by means of air- 
pipes, the air had been throttled—there had not been sufficient room left for an 
| adequate quantity of alr to get through the workings; aud the consequence had 
| been almost general fouling. A very slight reduction in the quantity of air in 
j circulation would, be believed, be sufficient to bring the mine to the explosive 

point ; and an alteration that was mide Iu the ventilation on the morning of 
| the explosion would cause such a reduction, While the mine was in this state 
| the fast shot would light the whole thing up, and it would go off like a barrel 
of powder. It was very unwise tf have had the ventilation so goutracted as {t

Extracts from the judgment of the Lords Justices of Appeal, delivered by 
Lord Justice JAMES :— 

[Times report, May 7th, 1872.] 

“The plaintiff had given the usual prima facie evidence of his being the first 
inventor, and he had produced fa favour of the novelty and practical utility of 
his invention a mass of evidence greater than his Lordship had ever witnessed 
in avy similarcase, There was the evidence of brickmakers, engineers, and 
Government contractors, 

** One of these witnesses sald that bricks made by the plaintiff's machine were 
worth 2s, per thousand more than other bricks. All this evidence was practi- 
cally uncontradicted, 

** His Lordship thought it impossible that stronger evidence should be pro- 
duced than had been produced here of the novelty of the plaintiff’s tnvention, 
It was so simple, and so well calculated to effect the object intended, that the 
only wonder was that people had gone on for thousands of years making bricks 
without hitting upon it. With regard to the qnestion whether the defendants 
had infringed the plaintiff's patent, it appeared to his Lordship that the de- 
fendants’ machine was a mere transposition ; they moved the wires againat the 
clay, Instead of moving theclay against the wires, asthe plaintif’sdid. There 
was nothing but acolourable variation, and it was plain that the alteration 
could only have been made for the purpose of evading the plaintiff's patent, 
Tne object was effected by means of a much larger expenditure of power. 
= * On the whole, his Lordship was of opinion that the platutlf had made out 
bis case ; and that he was the first inventor of a new and very valuable {nven- 
tion. 

“It was proved also that the defendantshad committed an Infringement, and 
there must be a decree for a perpetual ipjunotion agalust them, aud they must 
pay the costs of the suit. 

Lord Justice MELLISH concurred.’”’
